Since  all  manufacturing  indus- 
tries must  start  with  some  form  of  matter  for  the  fabrica- 
tion of  their  finished  products,  the  science  of  chemistry 
is  fundamental  to  all  industries.  Thus  the  need  for  chemists 
is  ever  increasing.  The  advent  of  the  space  and  atomic 
ages,  as  well  as  the  tremendous  strides  in  medical  research, 
has  produced  many  challenges  which  must  be  met  by  chem- 
ists. 

The  Chemistry  Department  is  responding  to  these  and 
many  other  challenges  by  providing  fundamental  courses 
to  all  students  at  the  Institute,  as  well  as  offering  for  the 
chemistry  student  a  curriculum  designed  to  give  a  solid 
foundation  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  chemistry.

As  the  scope 
of  the  student  broadens,  more  advanced  stages  of  textile 
technology  are   presented. 

Some  of  these  advanced  courses  include  cotton  yarn 
preparation,  weaving,  fabric  analysis,  designing,  physical  test- 
ing, microscopy,  knit  technology,  and  textile  finishing  and 
dyeing.

TEXTILE 
MANUFACTURING 
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The  Textile  Manufacturing  course,  of  three-years  dura- 
tion leading  to  a  diploma,  is  specifically  designed  to  equip 
the  student  with  the  technical  and  practical  background 
necessary  for  one  to  enter  one  of  the  various  fields  of  textile 
manufacturing;  that  is,  fabric  production,  converting,  selling, 
and  testing. 

The  student  is  thoroughly  instructed  in  both  the  theo- 
retical and  practical  phases  of  picking,  carding,  drawing,  and 
weaving.  This  work,  along  with  designing  and  cloth  analysis, 
is  introduced  in  the  first  year,  and  the  scope  is  gradually 
broadened  through  the  second  and  third  years.  The  blend- 
ing of  natural  and  man-made  fibres  of  cotton,  wool,  worsted, 
and  rayon  is  considered.  In  the  third  year,  the  student 
studies  the  processing  of  rayon,  nylon,  dacron,  and  other 
continuous  filaments.

The  Mechanical  Engineering  program  at  the  Institute  is 
designed  to  equip  its  graduates  with  the  basic  scientific 
principles  necessary  to  enable  them  to  accept  responsibilities 
in  the  broad  field  of  mechanical  engineering.  This  field  in- 
cludes branches  such  as  research,  development,  product  and 
project  engineering,  design  engineering,  and  sales  and  ser- 
vice engineering. 

Courses  in  metallurgy,  mechanics,  strength  of  materials, 
fluid  mechanics,  thermodynamics,  vibrations,  and  electrical 
engineering,  all  fundamental  to  his  engineering  background, 
form  the  core  of  the  program  along  with  the  necessary  cal- 
culus and  differential  equations. 

A  laboratory  program  which  includes  design  and  en- 
gineering laboratory  experiments  provides  a  correlation  be- 
tween theoretical  principles  and  their  application  to  en- 
gineering problems;  while  manufacturing  processes,  machine 
shop  laboratory,  plant  layout,  and  tool  design  give  the  stu- 
dent an  understanding  of  problems  encountered  in  the  manu- 
facture of  finished   products.

STUDENT  COUNCIL
